W A SH IN G T O N —One o f the bis things bo th­ 
ering Co ngress abo u t drafting lo -vrai~o lds is 
the pro blem which Winsto n Churchill po u nded 
bo rne o n President Ro o sevelt when he o ppo sed 
a seco nd fro nt acro ss the English channel. 


“I do no t,-’ said the Prim e Ministei in typical 
Chu rchillian language, “pro po se to lo se the seed 
o f the British Em piie.” 


W hat ho had in mind was the fact that in 
1914, the cream o f Britain’s yo ung men had been 
shipped acro ss the English Channel and mo wed 
do wn in Flanders. Tho se first waves o f tro o ps 
that went to Belgiu m included the best-trained 
men in the natio n. 


To day it is a reco gnized fact in bo th Englland 
and France that natio nal leadership is mo re dif­ 
ficult becau se o f tho se 1914-15 casualties. Men 
who w eie IB and 19 du ring the battle o f F la n ­ 
ders wo u ld be 54 and 55 to day, and in their 
prime fo r leadership. But their ranks were seri­ 
o usly decimated. 


In the United States to day the qu estio n o f 
drafting 18 -year-o lds is serio us fo r ano ther re a­ 
so n. They are what aie kno wn as depressio n 
babies—bo rn du ring the nadir o f the depressio n 
in 1932. 


In tho se depiessio n years babies were fewer. 
Peo ple co u ldn’t affo rd them. And m a n y C o n ­ 
gressmen no w feel we canno t affo rd to lo se to o 
m u ch o f the “seed” o f the natio n. 


This also applies to 
19 -year-o lds, and will 
apply to the yo u ngsters who beco me 18 next 
year and the year after. All are depressio n 
babies. T h a t’s who mo re tho u ght is being given 
to so me system w hereby educatio n can be co n­ 
tinu ed alo ng with military training.

This is a 
measu re o f ho w the do llar’s pu rchasing po wer 
lias dwindled fo r the fo llo wing co mmo dities: 
Barley, bu rlap, bu tter, co co a bean, co ffee, co p­ 
per, co rn, co tto n, co tto nseed o il, flaxseed, hides, 
ho gs, lard, lead, print clo th, ro sin, ru bber, shel­ 
lac, silk, steel scrap, steers, sugar, tallo w, tin, 
wheat, wo o l to ps and zinc. 


Who Killed Price Co ntro l

Everyo ne agrees the cu rrently raging fo reign 
po licy debate is a healthfu l thing, since we can’t 
have any real u nity w itho u t full explo ratio n o f 
all the alternatives. 


One o f the ho ttest issues is w hether to send a d­ 
ditio nal American tro o ps to Euro pe. 
President T ru m an already has declared 
-s in­ 
tentio n to do this, to bo lster Atlantic pact de­ 
fenses. He says he has the autho rity. 


But a go o d many law m akers in Washingto n, 
led by Senato r Taft, do u bt the wi.-do m o f this 
plan. Taft declares it’s illegal. Many are tro u ­ 
bled by western Eu ro pe’s slo wness in rearming 
itself. They fear w e’d be carrying the bulk *>f 
the lo ad, and that o ur tro o ps might be trapped 
by a mighty Russian advance westward to the 
o cean. 


Taft even suggests that sending mo re men 
might pro vo ke ra the r than prevent war. He says 
that thu s far he’s no t co nvinced the So viet 
Unio n means to march o n western Euro pe. 
H e’s in do ubt o n this sco re, he says, because 
no ne o f o u r high go vernment o fficials have been 
able to tell him what Russia intends to do in 
Euro pe. 


Taftls earnest search fo r an answ er to t is 
puzzler is co mmendable. It’s the questio n that 
bo thers us all. But he mat 
be expecting mo 
m u ch when he seeks an answ er fro m o ur o wn 
o fficials. 


Do es Russia mean to make w ar o n Eu ro pe? 
If so , why no t no w, while we and the West arc 
relatively weak? Why sho uld tire Kremlin wait 
as we build a defense arm y that will o nly make 
its co nqu est mo re difficult? 


The o nly accu rate replies to these queries lie 
no t in Washingto n but in Mo sco w. Perhaps, in­ 
deed, they are no t even kno wn there. Fo r we 
tend to fo rget that the m asteis in the Kremlin, 
fo r all their co ld, ru thless calculatio n, are h u ­ 
man, to o . They change their minds. They have 
do ubts. They m ake mistakes. They nave to u gh 
pro blems. 


Certainly they do no t o perate acco rding *o a 
great m aster plan which has a rigid time-table. 
Like 
mo st 
po liticians, 
they are o ppo rtu nists. 
They try to play the main chance. 


Po ssibly they wo u ld deaily 
lo ve to attack 
western Eu ro pe right no w while it is weak. 
Bu t all signs indicate they are deterred thro u gh 
fear o f retaliato ry A -bo m bing and the u; rising 
o f anti-Co m mu nists bo th in the West and be­ 
hind the L o n Cu rtain. 


Admittedly, real 
mo ves to stiffen 
E u ro pe’.* 
defenses might bring war, if the Kremlin were 
desperate eno u gh and saw its pro spects o f lo ng- 
range success dwindling. But it’.* also po ssible 
su ch a bu ild-u p wo u ld fu rther deter the Rus­ 
sians. 


I he So viet leaders have m ade clear o ver arm 
o ver that they believe time and histo ry are 
wo rking fo r them. They believe the capitalist 
demo cracies are su re to cru mble fro m their o w n 
inherent weakness. They are happy to aid this 
“disintegratio n” when the chance presents itself, 
but at o ther times they are co ntent to sit back 
and wait. Rather than gamble o n a w ar that 
might bring ho rrible retribu tio n, the Kremlin 
might shift its pressu ie entirely to the po litical 
and diplo matic fro nt. 


The tro u ble is, no o ne can be su re fro m mo nth 
to mo nth what the Kremlin will do . Failu re to 
build u p Eu ro pe’s defenses might co nvince them 
befo re the year is o ut that their best chance 
to strike has arrived. 


It’s a risk to send mo re tro o ps abro ad: e ve r y­ 
thing related to Eu ro pe’s defense invo lves a risk. 
Bu t th ere’s grave danger, to o , in no t sending 
tho se tro o ps and no t defending the Co ntinent. 
T h ere’s no secu rity in a wo rld which ho uses Red 
Russia. 


All we can do is calcu late carefu lly which 
risks seem to be the best o nes, and then take 
them. The big debate will pay o ff if it settles 
that po int beyo nd reaso nable do ubt.
